president said he was going 
to western Europe to meet 
with the British, French, Ital- 
ian and West German leaders

Most important among the 


president's comments, how- 
ever, was his emphasis on the 
spirit of peoples and their 
power to determine their own 
fate. He said in answer to a 
question asked him about the 


captive nations:" 


Express Convictions 


"America will never con- 


cede that there has been a 
sound, durable or working 
peace that could be called glo- 
bal until these nations have 
had the right to express their 
own convictions, their own 
opinions and desires about 
their own fates. 


The president stated the 


case even more comprehen- 
sively when he referred to the 
self-assertion by peoples of 
underdeveloped countries. He 
said: 


"Two' billion people are go- 


ing to find some way of ex- 
pressing 
their 
convictions 


that they do not have to live 
in conditions that are com- 
pletely unsatisfactory by any 
minimum standard that we 
set up for humans, and un- 
less the civilized world . . 
is willing and ready to share 
in the burdens of making it 
possible for these people to 
achieve progress in this area, 
this world is going to have 
tough going."

Orderly Protests 


Last but not least, the presi- 


dent showed that he has no 
objection to the expression of 
orderly protests at the time 
of the Khrushchev visit. He 
said: 


"The mere fact that a num- 


ber of people have opposed 
this idea publicly and through 
advertisements — that, to my 
mind is one of the lessons he 
(Khrushchev) can learn. We 
don't resent it. Everybody in 
this country is able to make 
his own convictions and his 
own opinions and he is cer- 
tainly at liberty to express 
them. And I think it is one 
of the fine lessons that 
he 


can learn. 
' 


Maybe there will be some 


pluses to the Khrushchev vis- 
it — if the Soviet premier 
learns that Americans stand 
unflinchingly for the right of 
free expression and the righl 
of self-determination 
of all 


peoples. Without the 
visit, 


there would never have been 
such a dramatic opportunity 
for the kind of debate 
on 


freedom and human liberty 
that the world is to witness 
in the next few weeks.

Khrushchev J says his talks 
with President 
Eisenhower 


may mean the start of grad- 
ual adjustment of outstanding 
differences between the com- 
inunists and the west. But he 
says Russian opposition to 
western ideas on German re- 
unification ; haven't / relaxed a 
bit. 


The Soviet premier in a new 


note to West German Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer said 
once more the great powers 
should leave the reunification 
of Germany to negotiations 
between the east and west 
German governments. 


Khrushchev sent his letter 


to Adenauer nine days ago but 
it was published only last 
night — apparently to time 
with Eisenhower's arrival in 
Bonn for talks with the west 
German chancellor. 


Khrushchev wrote the West 


German Chancellor that his 
own talks with Eisenhower 
could result in "mutually ac- 
ceptable decisions." 


"It may be," he continued, 


"that we are on the eve of

The National Industrial Conference 


Board has published a sort of balance sheet 
of agriculture which shows that, in purely 
statistical terms, American farmers never 
have had it so good. But the figures also 
show that there will be bigger payments by 
the taxpayers for the farm subsidy pro- 
gram unless Congress approaches the prob- 
lem realistically. 


The main factor revealed in the survey 


Is that farming is now a big business. As- 
sets have risen from $53 billions in 1940 to 
more than $200 billions in the first half of 
1959. Cash receipts are up 265 per cent over 
the average in 1937-41, and farm equities 
have jumped from $43 billions to $117 bil- 
lions in 20 years. 


Just as industrial costs have sky- 


rocketed, so has the increased mechaniza- 
tion of agriculture. Farmers paid out more 
than $24 billions last year in contrast to 
$6 billions in 1940. Actual net profit ad- 
justed for price changes during these in- 
flationary years has been a gain of 15 per 
cent. Many industries have not done as 
well. 


Indications of record production in al- 


most all major crops this year may spell 
more money for the farmer but a bigger

The $9 billions worth 
of surplus commodities now kept in storage 
at government expense is bound to get an- 
other boost. 


Advocates of the subsidy program 


argue* that the family farm is a way of 
American life. But the small farmer is 
rapidly 
becoming an 
anachronism in 


America just as the cobbler and the harness- 
maker did. The small farmer cannot afford 
to buy the immense amount of machinery 
needed for efficient farming today without 
jeopardizing his economic stability. Big 
farming is the trend today simply because 
of the facts of economic life. How much 
longer can the American taxpayer afford 
to support one particular industry? 


The tremendous production this year 


may actually help to defeat increased farm 
subsidies through the simple weight of 
prosperity. But politicians have been dealing 
ineffectively with the problem for decades 
and today's have shown no better way to- 
ward solution.

Something New in Bus Service 


Kokomo, an Indiana city of 38,600, is 


widely known merely because it has an un- 
usual name. It has claimed in the past to 
be the birthplace of the first practical auto- 
mobile. It may some day claim to be the 
birthplace of an idea to give people bus 
service where there is insufficient business 
to maintain a regular bus line. 


A reporter for the Wall Street Journal 


has taken a look at the "bus" scrvjce given 
in this1 city because many communities ap- 
parently need some help on this subject. 


Many cities the size of Kokomo and 


much larger have been unable to maintain 
a regular bus service. When the bus line 
in Kokomo went out of business recently 
Karl L. Ncwlon saw an opportunity to pick 
up some business for his taxi line. He pur- 
chased six .used taxics for his program. 
The city was divided into six districts and 
one cab assigned to each. When Kokomo 
residents want to go down town they call 
the company and inform them of that fact. 
Each half hour the cabs circle about the 
district, picking up the passengers who 
have put in calls. The fare to the down- 


town district is 25 cents. Instead of stand- 
ing on a corner waiting for the infrequent 
and perhaps irregular bus service, Kokomo 
people have service right at their door. 


The service differs from the usual taxi 


service in that the fare is lower than taxi 
fare and the drivers do not expect tips. If 
one section of the town demands more 
service than usual the operator can call on 
one of his taxicabs to go out and support it. 
Also, if a section has no calls the cab-bus 
from that area can be assigned lo the 
busier one. The operator finds he has an 
advantage over a bus line in that he does 
not move unless he has some passengers 
and thus avoids the need of operating over 
miles that yield him nothing. 


However, Ncwlon admits the line is 


operating on a very narrow margin of 
profit and this profit is possible partly be- 
cause of the close coordination of his taxi- 
bus business and his regular taxi business. 
Nevertheless. Kokomo has a transportation 
service which some customers appear to 
prefer to the old bus line service, and it 
is operating at a profit even though a small 
one.

A congressman's job as 1 


sec it, is to represent the 
public interest — the inter- 
est of the individual, the con- 
sumer. the plain citizen, the 
person without any pull. 
More and more, we bump 
up against what Justice 
Louis Brandeis used to call 
"the curse of bigness." Big 
Government, Big Business. 
Big Labor, can all be ag- 
gressive. My job Is to look 
out after the. general wel- 
fare. 


Let me give two examples 


of what I consider to be the 
public interest. For years, 
I have been urging labor re- 
form legislation which will 
protect the rights of the in- 
dividual worker. I believe 
deeply in a strong and 
healthy labor union move- 
ment, I also believe in pro- 
tecting the rights of the indi- 
vidual w o r k e r to free 
speech, to an audit of the 
books, to freedom from re- 
prisals, to a secret ballot, 
and regular union elections. 
With my urging, the house 
labor committee has now re- 
ported a bill which has this 
protection for the rights of 


., 
*» 


the individual as its central 
feature. 
While there are 


some 90-odd provisions in 
the bill, and I nm now study- 
ing them carefully. 1 believe 
that this central feature is 
good for the individual work- 
er, and does no hnrm to hon- 
est unions and honest busi- 
ness (both of which I know 
arc in the great majority), 1 
am sorry lo sec that some 
labor orgnni7a t i o n s and 
some business organizations 
both oppose the bill. But 1 
nm going to vote for what 
1 feel to be the public inter- 
est. 


Or take another example. 


The current stocl strike, with 
its threat of further price in- 
creases in steel. Rives con- 
cern to nil of us who arc 
worried about inflation. Srv- 
rn-eighths of the 8 per cent 
increase in the wholesale 
price index in the last five 
years has occurred in steel 
and the steel-using indus- 
tries. Typically, these heavi- 
ly concentrated industries 
have only * few producers, 
and management is able to 
give frequent wage increas- 
es, and pass them on — and 
then some — in the form of 


higher prices. Ultimately, 
the consumer pays the bill. 


A measure exactly to this 


point, sponsored by myself 
and Sen. Joseph Clark of 
Pennsylvania, now awaiu 
house action. H would re- 
quire the president to make 
n public finding of the facts 
on wages, prices, profits and 
productivity for such in- 
dustries as big steel, and 
thus allow an informed pub- 
lic opinion to have its moder- 
ating effect on wage «nd 
price increases. 


Here Again, some spokes- 


men of Big Business and Big 
1-abor oppose the Rcuss- 
Clark bill. When these pow- 
erful voices speak, it Is easy 
for the interests of the con- 
sumer to get lost in the up- 
roar. It is my business and 
the business of other elected 
officials, to sec that this docs 
not happen. 


Despite the formidable op- 


position, the Rouss-Clark bill 
has been favorably reported 
by the house government op- 
erations committee, and is 
scheduled for hearings in the 
senate banking committee. 
Major hurdles lie ahead. Vic- 
tory will not come easily. 
But I am going 'to keep on 
trying.

He 
is now 6 feet 1 and weighs 
148. Two years ago our fami- 
ly physician said it was noth- 
ing to worry about, but now 
he advises surgery. He says 
the chest is too narrow from 
front to back and his heart 
is being crowded. This caus- 
es a murmur. We would like 
your opinion on whether sur- 
gery is absolutely necessary. 
Our doctor said if this is not 


taken care of, our son could 
become an invalid. — S. C. 


These chest deformities us- 


ually appear at an earlier 
age, and it is easy to see why 
your physician did not anti- 
cipate * serious problem two 
years ago. Evidently 
there 


was some structural or other 
defect that prevented the 
chest from developing when 
your son went into his ado- 
lescent spurt of growth. 


It's not a common situation 


at all. However, surgery has 
shown marked success in cor- 
recting this and other chest 
deformities and to my way 
of thinking, there isn't any 
question of what to do. Since 
you know his heart is'being 
hampered, and you have been 
told that surgery is suitable 
in your son's particular case, 
if it were my son I would 
certainly go ahead with the 
operation.
